The Kame .authority Hays that bour­ 
geoise means “A man of middle rank; 
v citizen, as between a gentleman on 
one hand and a peasant on the other; 
one of the shopkeeping class.” 
So we see that til*’ program of the 
s o c ia lis t 
Is to eliminate 
the 
bour­ 
geoise -the middle class—that 
bul­ 
wark of all 
civilized society, 
upon 
which depends 
the success of 
our 
government. 
Lincoln had this class 
in mind when he said: 
"God must 
have loved the common people, He 
made so many of th em !” 
In our country the bourgeoise prop­ 
erly includes tile skilled 
workman* 
because iie 
certainly cannot 
come 
under the head of the "poorest and 
lowest class in a community,” nor is 
his work such as gives only “ the 
m eanest and most irregular employ 
men?.’’ 
And it must he remembered th at 
our greatest men have come from 
the bourgeois**, and but few of them, 
especially in modern times, from the 
aristocratic class. 
Lincoln 
himself 
carne 
from the proletariat, 
as 
his 
lather was but a workingman, and 
the great emancipator himself work­ 
ed by the day at splitting rails, per 
haps the hardest work known at that 
time. 
So the New York socialists cannot 
be said lo bo American in sympathy, 
for there is nothing American in tho 
socialist doctrine; certainly they can­ 
not be called loyal Americans, tor 
one of their associates acknowledged 
in his testimony before the commit­ 
tee tHat the socialist convention 
in Chicago declared against sod 
who voted w ar credits.
